A son’s questions after 
death of addict father 


When you were a 
kid, everything was 
pretty much black 
and white. Tou saw 
things, and while you 
might have ques- 
tioned them from 
time to time, you 
were told something 
and tended to accept 
it at face value. 

Among these 
“truths” that you 
learned growing up, 
none were more 
closely held to your heart than those told to 
you by your parents. You wanted to believe ev- 
erything they told you because you wanted to 
live your life in a way that made them approve. 

So when something came along that didn’t 
necessarily make sense, or didn’t align with 
the gospel of mom and dad, you 
brushed it off and just let it be 
what it was. 

This is how I grew up with my 
father’s addiction. To his credit, 
he hid it well from my brother 
and me while we were young, and 
I rarely was left wondering why 
he might have been behaving a 
certain way However, as the years 
passed, the walls began to come 
down, and the mysticism and mag- 
ic behind my parents’ words began 
to fade; their truth, into which I put all of my 
faith (and sometimes still try to), was showing 
some cracks on its otherwise pristine surface. 

He would be gone for a few days, and I 
would be told that he was just “unwell” and 
needed to spend some time in the hospital 
to get better. We even visited him once, and 
he seemed perfectly healthy to me, despite 
his hospital gown attire. Turns out, “unwell” 
carries infinitely more weight when you begin 
to learn what else it could mean aside from 
sniffles and a fever. 

There were times he would ask to borrow 
a few dollars, for cigarettes, which was a habit 
in itself that I wasn’t crazy about. I’d happily 
oblige, though, not really wondering why 


he might need it when he worked full-time 
and was very good at his job. Later, it would 
make sense. Not only did he not have access 
to a joint checking account with my mother 
in an effort to combat his illness, he was not 
putting those few dollars towards cigarettes, 
either. I wanted nothing more than to believe 
him when he said it, though, so I did. 

When he moved out, he cited “disagree- 
ments” with my mom. It was around this time 
that my brain, against my wishes, began to 
recognize that the words they spoke aloud 
did not always reflect those that bounced 
around in theirs. I could understand having 
disagreements, but what else was there to 
disagree about? His health, the money and 
their gradual decay as a unit started to unravel 
the already fraying threads surrounding the 
raw, actual truth. 

Months later, when he’d show up with- 
out calling, mill about for a few hours in an 
uncomfortable daze and leave 
without saying much, it was 
abundantly clear. 

Nobody ever said it out loud, 
but they didn’t need to. In quiet 
desperation, I held on to what 
I’d always known and defiantly 
fought back against reality May- 
be this was a mistake, because to 
this day I still don’t know if I’m 
coping with it the right way 
When he died, I struggled for 
a very long time after putting the 
pieces together. How did I not notice this was 
happening sooner? Did I never really know 
my own father? Or was I just being protected? 
Having information and facts withheld to 
uphold that vision I so mightily believed in as 
a child? Which was worse? 

This was what it was like growing up as a 
third party to an addict. I cannot attest to 
being an addict firsthand, but I certainly can 
speak to the devastating effects it has on 
those close by 

Ask the probing questions. Make yourself 
a constant presence and resource. And do not 
be afraid to reach out to the world when and 
if you find yourself here, rob durkee is 25, a

Illinois gay conversion 
therapy ban gains steam

SPRINGFIELD Following a series of big wins 
during the past decade that culminated in 
the approval of same-sex marriage in Illi- 
nois, the new cause for gay rights supporters 
at the Capitol is banning conversion therapy 
on minors— a controversial practice aimed at 
changing a person’s sexual orientation from 
gay to straight. 

The effort gained momentum Tuesday as 
the Illinois House voted to approve the mea- 
sure 68-43 after it failed in the chamber last 
year. The bill now goes to the Senate, which 
tends to be more liberal. 

Under the proposal, mental health provid- 
ers would be barred from engaging in treat- 
ment aimed at changing the sexual orienta- 
tion of minors. Psychologists, therapists, 
psychiatrists, social workers and counselors 
caught doing so could be deemed as engag- 
ing in unprofessional conduct by state regula- 
tors and face disciplinary action ranging from 
monetary fines, probation, or temporary or 
permanent license revocation. 

Businesses that advertise or offer conver- 


sion therapy services in a manner that repre- 
sents homosexuality as a mental illness could 
face legal action under Illinois consumer 
fraud laws. 

Proponents, including state and national 
psychiatric and psychological groups, say con- 
version therapy causes depression, suicidal 
thoughts and other mental health issues. 

“I have teenagers, and they have pretty 
fragile self-esteem without being told they’re 
diseased, just by being who they are,” said 
sponsoring Rep. Kelly Cassidy, D-Chicago, 
who first brought the legislation in 2014. 

Opponents say the measure threatens reli- 
gious freedoms. 

“{Families} may want to make sure that 
their religious beliefs are included in any ther- 
apy or counseling for a minor that has ques- 
tions about their sexuality,” said Rep. Michael 
Tryon, R-Crystal Lake, who voted against the 
proposal Tuesday 

On Tuesday Oregon joined California and 
New Jersey as states that ban gay conversion 
therapy Bans are being mulled in at least 
16 other states.

Making people laugh 
is the only thing I’ve 
ever cared about in 
this world. 

Whether it’s 
material I have writ- 
ten for the stage, 
a punchline in my 
sarcastic weekly news 
show or simply doing 
an impression for a 
group of friends, the 
idea of someone los- 
ing themselves in that 
exact moment— even 
—because of a joke I 
created? Checkmate. There is no beating it. 

Quick-wittedness is a trait that cannot be 
taught. You can take improvisation classes 
and study the art of performing for years. But 
being unforgivingly fearless and well-liked at 
the same time? Not many people can even 


pretend to get away with that for an evening, 
let alone make a 40 -year career of it. 

David Letterman, 68, is the founder of this 
concept ... and he will go down in history as 
the best there ever was at doing it. 

And on Wednesday afternoon, Letterman 
will film his final episode as host of “Late 
Show with David Letterman,” a program 
that debuted in 1993 after the late-night idol 
hosted 1,819 episodes of “Late Night with 
David Letterman” over the course of the 
previous 11 years.

“Wait till you hear what happened to me,”

was gone, I had quintuple bypass surgery on 
my heart. Plus, I got a haircut. {Crowd erupt- 
ing in laughter.} Ladies and gentlemen, after 
what I have been through, I am just happy to 
be wearing clothing that opens in the front.” 

Holy {bleep}. Not even a heart condition 
can take this guy down. Not to mention, he 
came back with fresh material ripping on 
major surgeries and actually looked better 
than when he left. It can’t be difficult for you 
to imagine how I, a bright-eyed 13 -year-old 
by this point, might have thought Letterman 
actually was a superhero. 

I was allowed to stay up until the end of 
the first interview each night (yes, I still was 
given an actual bedtime despite having the 
“cool parents”), as my father cackled with 
contagious belly laughter whenever Letter-

workday, in tears at how a television comic 
approached entertainment is a visual more 
vibrant to me, still to this day, than moments 
I experienced earlier this week. 

Letterman’s voice and the impact his 
fearlessness had on me as a kid growing up 
is unlike anything else. I sat in my bedroom 
after school drafting up “Top Ten” lists and 
looking to my Power Rangers action figures 
for reassurance on a joke, like Letterman to 
bandleader Paul Shaffer. 

“These are the ‘Top Ten Reasons My 
Teacher Ms. Wilson Herself Should Be 
Suspended From School,’ ” an 11-year-old ver- 
sion of myself squawked into a Fisher-Price 
microphone. “Number 10: Her homework 
assignments are as boring as she is. Am I 
right, Paul? Like, don’t take your not having a 
boyfriend out on us.” 

Sure, the list needed some work. But hell, 

I was 11. And already kind of an asshole. In a 


whimsical way I think. 

Fast forward 17 years, sitting in the RedEye 
newsroom as a 28 -year-old journalist-come- 
dian combo (my “cool parents” are so proud), 
there is one aspect of Letterman’s career that 
stands out above the rest: his ability to stay 
wildly relevant for four decades. 

Most comedians come and go. Actors fizzle 
out. Musicians profit from one big single and 
fall off. Letterman did the unthinkable: He 
created a talk show model that beautifully 
showcased his specific talents, and he per- 
fected it over a very long yet simple career. 


His big personality and work ethic— above 
all else— made him famous. And rightfully so. 
That is no easy feat. 

Millennial are known for being lazy 
impatient and shallow narcissists who care 
only about themselves. But growing up en- 
thralled by what Letterman did on a nightly 
basis shaped my desire to trust my comedic 
instincts and hone my craft. When you love 
what you do and want even more out of it, 
you have to work to be the best at it. 

It’s confidence. Or swagger. A certainty 
that can’t be matched. When you believe in 


yourself, no one can touch you. 

And that was Letterman. Be so good 
that no producer could even imagine picking 
someone instead of you. His poise and tenac- 
ity just can’t be [bleeped] with. And never will. 

“There’s only one requirement of any of us, 
and that is to be courageous,” said Letterman 
during his first show after the Sept. 11, 2001 
terrorist attacks.

Adia Victoria appreciates the irony in launching a series of cross-country tours — the latest of 
which hits the Do Division Street Festival on May 31 — off the strength of her bluesy slow- 
boiling debut single, “Stuck in the South.” 

Growing up in a strongly religious home in Greenville, S.C., Victoria— who currently 
resides in Nashville and performs under her first and middle names— had limited exposure to 
secular music. It wasn’t until she discovered the likes of Lauryn Hill and Nirvana early in her 
teenage years that she came to appreciate the form’s power. 

“I heard [‘The Miseducation of Lauryn Hill’} for the first time when I was in seventh grade 
... and it was a story I could see myself in. I knew what it felt like to be hurt by someone. I 
knew what it felt like to feel alone. Already as a young girl I knew what it felt like to be a black 
woman and have people question your worth and your beauty,” said Victoria, 28. “Finding 
Lauryn Hill for me was kind of a life saver. It was like finding a big sister who was telling me, 
‘These are the things I’ve gone through. You probably feel this too, and it’s OK. You’re still 
beautiful.’ ” 


You’ve taken a very deliberate approach 
to your career, only releasing a handful of 
songs online. Is that by design to keep things 
from feeling overwhelming? 

I release songs when it feels right, and when I 
feel it’s time for the public to hear something 
else. I have been very deliberate in pacing 
myself so I don’t get overwhelmed. I never 
want to feel like I have to keep throwing 
content online. We live in such a fast-paced 
culture where people get bored easily, 
and I’ve noticed with the listening 
public they sort of have 
this sense of entitlement: 

“Where can I get more 
stuff? Where can I hear 
more things?” I’m not a 
song machine; I’m not 
just pumping them out. I 
do it at a pace I can keep 
up with. 

Have you always taken that 
slow and steady approach in life? 

No. It’s funny because in other parts of my life 
I’m totally compulsive and spontaneous, and 
I guess you could almost say reckless. I want 
everything right then and there. But with 
my art I’ve decided to take a more measured 
approach and see how that works for once. 

Does it feel like you’re fighting 
against your nature? 

I do feel that sometimes, like, “Oh, man. I 
just want to have everything out there and 
share everything with everyone.” But I want 
to wait until it makes sense and be smart 
about what I’m doing here. And I feel like it’s 
paid off greatly 

The fourth sentence of your online 
bio starts off, “On the rare chance she 
divulges more ...” 

I have a few things I enjoy sharing with 
people that I find relevant to my art. I try 
and keep it all relative to what I’m making. 


No one really cares what my favorite cereal 
is. It’s Cinnamon Toast Crunch. 

I read that as a child you initially leaned 
toward a more literary style of writing. Why 
do you think you ultimately gravitated to 
songwriting as that outlet? 

You know, I don’t know. My friend left me 
a guitar when I was living in Atlanta. I was 
writing a lot of poetry at the time {Editor’s 
note: Victoria recently released her 

first collection of poetry, “Lonely 
Language Vol. 1”}, and it was 
just an ideal marriage of the 
two worlds. I loved music 
with a passion at that 
point in my life, and of 
course I loved writing. 

It just seemed like the 
next natural step would 
be using sound to take 
all these stories and these 
characters that I had and bring 
them to life. 

Do you appreciate the irony of a song 
called “Stuck in the South” being the thing 
that’s kind of allowed you to get out and 
tour nationally? 

Yeah, I have a nice little laugh with myself 
sometimes when I think about the irony of 
it all. When I was writing that song I put 
myself back to when I was 17 and living in 
Greenville, South Carolina. I’d never been 
anywhere or lived anywhere else, and I’d 
never really experienced anything other 
than South Carolina. The art is what opened 
so many doors for me and has taken me 
so many places I’d never been before. It’s 
worked out really well for me. Maybe my 
next song will be, “I’m Really Poor and I 
Have No Money,” and maybe that’ll be the 
one to get me rich. {Laughs.}

er Brad Bird (“Mission: Impossible — Ghost 
Protocol,” “The Incredibles”), helming his 
first disappointment, suggests much of what 
makes Casey a game-changer is her feistiness 
and questioning of the status quo. Does this 
not apply to many of the world’s teens? 

Lrank’s hologram guard dog is cooler than 
his jetpack, which looked a lot sweeter in 
1991’s “The Rocketeer.” The nagging feeling 
that Disney wants the poorly structured, en- 
vironmentally conscious “Tomorrowland” to 
be its new, “Pirates of the Caribbean”-esque 
theme park ad is just depressing. A hidden 
portal to Tomorrowland didn’t have to be in 
“It’s a Small World. ’’The future might not 


have that many monorails. This may inspire 
youngsters to declare, “It’s like something 
I’ve seen before!”, which shouldn’t have 
been the goal here. Damon Lindelof (“Lost,’ 
“Prometheus”) co-wrote the script, which 
tangles its story so it seems like something 
major is happening when in fact the stakes 
take forever to kick in. When they do, they 
involve Lrank still harboring a crush on a 


pre-teen robot (promising 12-year-old actress 
Raffey Cassidy) he should have gotten over 
40 years ago. It’s really weird. 

Also odd is a PG-rated movie with less 
gizmo-related fun than “Honey I Shrunk the 
Kids.” Just because characters marvel end- 
lessly at Tomorrowland doesn’t mean anyone 
watching will. Sometimes looking ahead 
leads to less than you expect.
